Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant indicated that the combination of Uber and Bienert is not 
directed toward animal cell picking, and does not entail an integrated imaging system and picking robot. Applicant 
further demonstrated that Magnuson does not disclose a picking head that aspirates cells at a distance offset from the 
animal cell colonies. Applicant specifically pointed paragraph [0127] which clearly shows the picking head forming a 
tight seal with cell colonies. Examiner is willing to enter additional dependent claims specifying the offset distance 
range. Applicant emphasizes that the offset distance is a structural feature of the apparatus, and that limitations 
regarding the offset distance do not represent an intended use.
